Fears grow that corruption 
will mar presidential election 

KABULI Voting observers expect fraud dur- 
ing next week’s Afghan presidential elec- 
tion and warn that cheating will most likely 
take place at polling stations in remote or 
dangerous areas where independent moni- 
tors won’t be able to be present. 

A suspiciously high number of women — 
far more than men — have been registered 
to vote in culturally conservative provinces 
where President Hamid Karzai expects to 
do well in the Aug. 20 vote, a leading election 
monitor said this week. An adviser to the top 
U.S. commander said the black market for 
voter registration cards is flourishing. 

Serious questions over the fairness of the 
election raise the possibility that losing can- 
didates and their supporters will not accept 
the results. That could lead to political tur- 
moil in a country where the government is 
struggling to exert control. 

Monitors said they would tolerate a lim- 
ited amount of fraud. “If the level of corrup- 
tion or violation is under 10 percent, it will 
be acceptable for me,” said Jandad Spinghar, 
the executive director of the Free and Fair 
Election Foundation of Afghanistan, (ap)

Palin Won’t Back Down

Secretary sees long 
fight ahead against 
the Taliban, al-Qaeda 

WASHINGTON | The Pentagon 
presented a grim portrait of the 
Afghanistan war Thursday, offer- 
ing no assurances about how long 
Americans will be fighting there 
or how many U.S. combat troops 
it will take to win. 

Defeating the Taliban and 
al-Qaeda will take “a few years,” 
Defense Secretary Robert Gates 
said, with success on a larger scale 
in the country a much longer prop- 
osition. He acknowledged that the 
Taliban have a firm hold on parts 
of the country President Obama 
has called vital to U.S. security. 

Congress wants answers to 
what lawmakers described as basic 
questions to soothe a war-weary 
American public. 

“In the intelligence business, 
we always used to categorize infor- 
mation in two ways: secrets and 
mysteries,” said Gates, a former 
CIA director. 

He added: “Mysteries were 
those where there were too many 


variables to predict. And I think 
that how long U.S. forces will be in 
Afghanistan is in that area.” 

With 62,000 U.S. troops 
already in the country and another 
6,000 headed there. Gates suggest- 
ed there is little appetite in Wash- 
ington to add many more. 


He said that when his top com- 
mander in Afghanistan, Gen. Stan- 
ley McChrystal, submits a revised 
war plan in the coming weeks, 
it will not contain a request to 
expand the U.S. fighting force. 

As the fight moves toward its 
ninth year this fall. Gates said 


allied forces must show this year 
that they are turning the tide. 

“It’s just not possible to pre- 
dict specific periods of time when 
you’re in a conflict like this, where 
... the enemy has a vote and where 
there are so many variables,” Gates

EDINBURGH, SCOTLAND | Scot- 
tish officials said Thursday they 
were considering early release for 
the Lockerbie bomber — igniting 
debate between victims’ relatives 
in the United States and Britain 
about whether he should be allowed 
to return home to Libya. 

British media reports say Abdel 
Baset Ali al-Megrahi will soon be 
freed on compassionate grounds 
because he is terminally ill with 
cancer. The possibility of an immi- 
nent release has reignited the fierce 
debate about whether justice has 
been done for victims of the attack 
that killed 270 people — most of 
them Americans.

U.S. immigration officials have 
detained a Pakistani journalist 
employed by the U.S.-sponsored 
Voice of America radio service 
who was hoping to find refuge in 
the United States after Islamic 
militants in Pakistan destroyed 
his home and threatened his life. 

Rahman Bunairee was taken 
into custody Sunday afternoon 
upon his arrival at Dulles Inter- 
national Airport, according 
to a spokeswoman for Voice of 
America. 

It is not clear why Bunairee 
was detained or what the status 
of his case is. 

Joan Mower, a spokeswoman 
for Voice of America, declined to 
comment on the particulars of 
Bunairee’s detention other than to 
say, “VOAis, obviously, extremely 
concerned. We re really upset about 
what’s happened to this guy.” 

Bunairee, in addition to filing 
reports for VOAs Pashto-language 
radio service, is also a popular 
reporter with the privately owned 
Pakistani broadcaster Khyber 
TV. He is usually based out of the 
southern port city Karachi, but he 
is originally from Pakistan’s embat- 
tled North-West Frontier Province.

Retail sales decline; 
new applications for 
jobless benefits surge 

WASHINGTON | Retail sales disap- 
pointed in July and the number of 
newly laid-off workers filing claims 
for unemployment benefits rose 
unexpectedly last week. The lat- 
est government reports reinforced 
concerns about how quickly con- 
sumers will be able to contribute 
to a broad economic recovery, 

“There is really no positive 
spin to put on these numbers,” 
Jennifer Lee, an economist with 
BMO Capital Markets, wrote in a 
research note, “The U,S, consumer 
remains very weak. The jobs situ- 
ation, while slowly improving, is 
still dismal,” 

The Commerce Department 
said Thursday that retail sales 
fell 0,1 percent last month. Econ- 
omists had expected a gain of 
0,7 percent. 


While autos, helped by the start 
of the “cash for clunkers” program, 
showed a 2,4 percent jump — the 
biggest in six months — there 
was widespread weakness else- 
where, Gasoline stations, depart- 
ment stores, electronics outlets 
and furniture stores all reported 


declines. 

The Labor Department said 
initial jobless claims increased to a 
seasonally adjusted 558,000, from 
554,000 the previous week.

As the supply of used cars dwin- 
dles, it means higher prices. 

“The guy looking for a cheap 
used car is having a helluva hard 
time now,” said Greg Signore, 50, 
co-owner of Elm Auto Sales in 
Kearny, N.J. “This program is 
absolutely increasing the cost of the 
clunkers left on the market.”

A True Guitar Hero 



Inventor Les Paul — 
who helped drive the 
rise of rock ’n’ roll — 
is dead at age 94 

OBITS I Les Paul, who invented 
the solid-body electric guitar, died 
Thursday in White Plains, N.Y., of 
complications from pneumonia. 
He was 94. 

As an inventor, Paul also pio- 
neered multitrack recording, which 
enables artists to record different 
instruments at different times, sing 
harmony with themselves, and 
then carefully balance the tracks 
in the finished product. 

The use of the electric guitar 
exploded in the mid-’50s. 

“Suddenly, it was recognized 
that power was a very important 
part of music,” Paul once said. “To 
have the d 5 mamics, to have the way 
of expressing yourself beyond the 
normal limits of an unamplified 
instrument, was incredible.” 

“Without Les Paul, we would 
not have rock ’n’ roll as we know it,” 
said Terry Stewart, president of the 


Rock and Roll Hall of Fame and 
Museum. “His inventions created 
the infrastructure for the music, 
and his playing style will ripple 
through generations.” 

In 1952 , Gibson Guitars began 
production on the Les Paul guitar. 
Pete Townshend of the Who, Steve 
Howe of Yes, jazz great A1 DiMe- 


ola and Led Zeppelin’s Jimmy 
Page all made it their trademark 
six-string. 

Guitarist Joe Satriani called 
Paul “the original guitar hero,” 
saying: “Les Paul set a standard 
for musicianship and innova- 
tion that remains unsurpassed.”

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entourage. Writer-director Judd Apatow’s 
alert, crude and compassionate film takes 
digressive, thoroughly unexpected turns 
as George takes stock of his life, (ah) 
G-FORCE (PG, 88 minutes) This aggres- 
sively stupid entry in the family-adventure 
genre from Jerry Bruckheimer is a dispirit- 
ing primer on the low regard Hollywood has 
for the intelligence of children, (dk) 

G.l. JOE (PG-13, 118 minutes) Stephen 
Sommers’ film is the loudest, flashiest, 
silliest and longest blockbuster in a sum- 
mer full of long, silly, flashy, loud block- 
busters. As far as plot goes, the crack 
commando team of G.l. Joes encounter 
an evil weapons dealer, a mad scientist, 
nanobots with a taste for 19th-century 
Parisian landmarks, a funny black guy, a 
couple of unconvincing romances and a 
girl who’s been brainwashed into becom- 
ing a lethal killing machine, (dk) 

THE HANGOVER (R, 99 minutes) Doug 
(Justin Bartha) and three guy friends 
(Bradley Cooper, Ed Helms, Zach 
Galifianakis) decide to enjoy one last hur- 
rah in Las Vegas two days before Doug 
ties the knot. But almost as soon as they 
embark on that good night, all becomes 
oblivion, (dt) 

HARRY POTTER AND THE HALF-BLOOD 
PRINCE (PG, 153 minutes) Love potions, 
common-room snogging, adolescent heart- 
break. It’s hard to blame the film’s screen- 
writer, Steve Kloves, or director, David 
Yates, for focusing on the romance. After 
all, as young-adult adventures go, the sixth 
book in the “Harry Potter” series is awful- 
ly lighten the adventure. (DK) 

THE HURT LOCKER (R, 130 minutes) 
Kathryn Bigelow’s captivating, complete- 
ly immersive action thriller is set in Iraq in 
2004, but it transcends time and place, 
and in the process attains something uni- 
versal and enduring. Viewers are plunged 
into the disorienting world of the soldiers 
who disarm what Americans have come 
to know as lEDs, or roadside bombs, nei- 
ther of which does full justice to the car-
